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SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

Senate Bill 454 amends the Election Code to permit voters one additional person in the voting
machine, as long as that additional person assists no more than three voters during one election.
The bill aso alows for voters to be assisted withthe voting machine by two election judges who
are of different parties.
